We  are  learning  more  about  impact  to  waterways  and  continually  gather  more  data 

1.  Sampling  data  from  Animus  River  received  and  more  forthcoming 

a.  First  data  table  online  yesterday  listing  contaminants 

b.  Data  being  evaluated  on  a 48-hr  basis 

c.  August  6 data  showed  contaminants  reducing  as  they  moved  downstream 

2.  Fish  impacts  - Colorado  Parks  & Wildlife  testing  fish 

a.  Monitoring  fish  in  96  hour  interval  for  impact 

b.  Testing  in  impaired  and  clean  water 

c.  No  fish  kills  due  to  pollution  seen  thus  far 

3.  ASPECT 

a.  Flyovers  show  discoloration  improving  from  Farmington  to  Durango 

b.  Plume  leading  edge  no  longer  visible,  a sign  of  effective  dilution

c.  Water  being  discharge  after  treatment 

2.  Surface  water  sampling  continues 

a.  Two  EPA  contractors  sampling  in  past  days  w/NNEPA  surface  water  monitoring 

b.  Focus  on  San  Juan  between  Shiprock  and  Mexican  Hat,  UT 

c.  Four  additional  contractors  (START)  en  route  to  support  two  teams 

3.  EPA-dedicated  resources  and  personnel  increasing  daily 

a.  As  of  today,  10  OSCs,  Two  PIOs,  Two  CICs  deployed;  21  employees  & one  contractor  in 
R8 

b.  Several  incident  mgmt.  teams  deployed  Monday,  8/10 

c.  Contracting  mechanisms  in  place  for  additional  support
